M urray say s he was one of 
three Am erican scouts who were 
assigned to a command of zoo 
Maccabebees, under Gen. Funsto n, 
their mission being the cap ture of 
Aguinaldo. 
M r. M urray was the only one of 
the three scouts who was p resent 
when the cap ture was effected by 
Bo weth in g like B fty o f th e 
M accabe­ 
bees, but he discusses the event as 
if it was no thing o ut of the o rdi­ 
nary , and does no t consider that he 
is entitled to any p articular credit 
or distinction. 
M r. M urray left M anila last F eb­ 
ruary and reached San Francisco 
M arch 16. 
H e was mustered out 
at Columbus, O ., A ugust 15, and 
has been at his home in Pettis 
county since A ugust 18 . 
H e is a 
sp lendid sp ecimen of p hy sical m an­ 
hood, and shows no effects of a 
wound he received in the up p er 
left forearm while serving Uncle 
Sam in the o rient.

The city council recently p assed 
an ordinance p erm itting the p lay ­ 
ing of baseball in the city p ark on 
Sunday , say s the Boonville Demo­ 
crat. 
M ay or Pendleton 
has re 
turned it to the council w itho ut 
his ap p roval. 
He gives the fol­ 
lowing reasons for his objections 
thereto : 
F irst—T hat the effect of the 
amendment will be to p erm it the 
p lay ing of only one athletic game, 
to -w it: baseball, in the p ublic p ark 
on Sunday . 
If one such game is 
to be p erm itted no good reason 
ap p ears why football, lawn tennis 
and other athletic games should be 
excluded. 
Second—T hat w hether or not 
the p lacing 
of 
such boisterous 
games on the Sabbath day is a 
desecration of the Sabbath, there 
are many p eop le in the community 
who so legird it. 
The p ark is a 
p ublic p lace of recreation for all 
the p eop le. 
I do not believe it is 
right to p erm it such games on the 
Sabbath day to the offense and 
annoy ance of an im p o rtant element 
of 
our 
p op ulation. 
If baseball 
must be indulged in on the Sab­ 
bath day it may be p lay ed in p ri­ 
vate grounds w itho ut violating any 
law of the state or city . 
Third— I am not imp ressed with 
the argum ent that, even if it is 
wrong to p lay such games on Sun­ 
day , they sh o u ld b e a llo wed 
be­ 
cause they k eep the boy s out of 
worse mischief. 
A comp romise 
w th wrong can not be right. 
Fo urth—Our p ark is too small to 
a cco mmo d a te 
a n o isy cro wd wh o 
usually attend a Sunday ball game, 
and at the same time accommodate 
the visitors (usually ladies and 
children) who would seek the p ark 
on p leasant Sunday afternoons but 
for those games. 
W hile I favor 
all reasonable encouragement of 
athletic sp orts, I am op p osed to 
p ractically devoting our little p ark 
to their exclusive use. 
, 
Tr.e ordinance to become a law 
must co w be p assed w itho ut de­ 
bate or am eadm ent by the council 
at the regular m eeting to be held 
next M onday night. 
A tw o-thirds 
vote will be required.

The pr oceedings at the confer ­ 
ence at Washington Fr iday, 
to­ 
war d which the inter ests of the 
nation tur ned, may be br iefly told. 
The pr esident met six r epr esenta­ 
tives of the coal r oads and four 
r epr esentatives of the miner s. W ith 
him wer e 
the attor ney gener al, 
Labor Commissioner W r ight and 
Secr etar y Cor telyou. 
W ith only a pr eliminar y wor d

Mitchell, r ep­ 
r esenting the miner s, ar ose aod 
pledged the miner s to ab de by any 
decision that might be made by a 
boar d of ar bitr ation to he appoint­ 
ed by the pr esident. 
He said the 
miner s would r etur n to wor k Sat­ 
ur day mor ning if such ar bitr ation 
was agr eed upon, and would abide 
by the decision of the ar bitr ator s, 
even if it was against the miner s 
upon ever y ^oint. 
That ended the pr oceedings at 
the W hite House at the mor ning 
session. 
The oper ator s took four 
lour s to consider the matter , and 
then, with the unanimity char ac- 
er istic of the management of the 
coal industr y, declar ed that they 
would make no concessions, would 
not be moved by the pr esident’s 
appeal, and Would not, under any 
cir cumstances, 
deal 
with 
John 
Mitchell as the r epr esentative of 
miner s union. 
They 
announced 
their deter mination to adher e to 
their for mer plan of dealing with 
the individual miner s dir ect, leav­ 
ing the cour ts open for the settle­ 
ment of any gr ievances the in­ 
dividual miner s might have against 
the oper ator s. 
Ever y public ofScial in W ash­ 
ington in any manner connected 
with the confer ence, and the pr e- 
iminar y confer ences pr eceding it, 
is closely guar ding his utter ances, 
ear ful of the r esults of r ash state­ 
ments under conditions that ar e 
str ained to the br eaking paint. 
No attempt is made, however , to 
coDcelil the sor e disappointment of 
Pr esident Roosevelt and those who 
have 
labor ed 
with 
him 
in 
the 
ear nest effor t to effect a settlement 
of the str ike. Mr . Roosevelt sought 
to impr ess upon all those pr esent 
at the confer ence that he was not 
acting in the capacity of an ar ­ 
bitr ator between cm p’oyer and em­ 
ploye, 
nor as 
pr esident of 
the 
United States. 
He was simply a 
plain citizen, who saw impending 
suffer ing to the Amer ican people 
which a pontinuance of the str ike 
would entail. 
He impr essed upon 
them his belief that the dispute has 
alr eady been mor e disastr ous in its 
consequences than any other similar 
quar r ei, and which yet contains 
even mor e dir eful possibilities to 
the people of the United States. 
The anthr acite coal str ike is now 
near ing the end of its twenty-fir st 
week. 
Its effect has been felt by 
the pecp’e of all sections. 
Har d­ 
ships have been entailed upon the 
gener al public. 
Attem pts to settle the differ ­ 
ences between the mine oper ator s 
and miner s have been made inef­ 
fectually by the C ivic feder ation, 
of which Senator Hanna is the 
head; by Senator s Quay and Platt, 


Ther e is talk that a tr ain is to be 
put on the S., W . & S. W . r ail­ 
way for the expr ess pur pise of 
hauling cor d wood into Sedalia.

Up to date th e city poundmaster 
h as collected I141 for dog licenses, | 
one-h alf of wh ich went into th e 
city treasury, and h e h as killed a 
total of 
twenty-four worth less,' 
ownerless curs. 
Th e city officials of Hannibal 
were not satisfied with tbe collec­ 
tions being made for dog licenses 
in th at city th is spring, and th ey 
employed a man to make a census 
of th e dogs in th e city. 
Th e Han- ^ 
nibal Journal says: 
Th e dog taxes are being paid 
rapidly at present. 
Up to noon to­ 
day taxes on 342 canines h ad been 
paid. 
Th is number giv es th e sum 
of ^343 to th e city treasury. 
Col­ 
lector Fred Dreyer reports th at th e 
taxes h av e been coming in h eav ier 
th an usual during th e past two or 
th ree days. 
Th e av erage during 
th e past th ree days h as been about 
fifty a day. 
“ According to th e statements of 
th e owners,” said Mr. Dreyer th is 
afternoon, “ all th e dogs are worth ­ 
less.
